SHOULD JOIN WHITES. 



J^fooker T. Washington Says Po- 
l\#cal Opposition of Blacks 
Causes Racial Strife In the 
South. 



A letter received hore from Prof. 
Doikpr T. Washington is pointed in 
its aSrocacy of colored men joining 
hatuls With the white men of the 
South instead of with strangers. 
The salient points of Mr. Wash 
ington's letter says:

DEATH OF JOSHUA DANIEL. 



Manila, April 30— Col. F 
ick Funston, of the twentieth 
sas volunteers, was the hero of the 
fighting before Caluropit. With tw 
companies of volunteers he cross* 
the Rio Grande river on a raft and 
charged the main bod) of the 
gents in {heir trenches, first driving 
them out by an enfilading fire, 
The remainder of the Kansas and 
the Montana volunteers meanwhile 
crossed the bridge and joined the 
attack and the enemy was sent 
flying to the northward. 

Col. Funston did not leave Mc- 
Arthur in peace until he obtained 
permission to cross the Rio Grande. 
The night before he made two at- 
tempts to cross with a picked detail, 
but the barking of dogs revealed 
his plan to the enemy. 

Two Kansas privates -White and 
Trembley- performed an extraor- 
dinary feat <>f bravery in carrying 
out Funston's plan. They swam 
the Rio Grande with a rope, in the 
face of a murderous fire from the 
m--iii-gents' trenches, the shots 
kicking up the water all around 
heads. Once over they fas- 
i the rope to a tree, and using 
the rope as a stay against the cur- 
rent, the raft bearing Funston and 
his men crossedover. 

On Tuesday Col. Funston swam 
the Bag Bag river under fire of 
rebel sharpshooters and reconnoit- 
ered the enemy's position before 
Calumpit. 

Col. Funston is just five feet high, 
has red hair and does not know 
fear. He has a record as a tighter. 

Before our w ar w ith Spain he 
went to Cuba, enlisted in the army 
of independence and served 18 
months under Gomez and Garcia. 
They gave him the command of the 
Cuban artillery. In leading a 
charge he was wounded in both 
mgs. His horse fell on him and 
ushed his leg. Spaniards c: 
red him. but he hoodw inked tb 
.' pretending that he had hail 
imigh of the insurgents. 
He w as in a hospital in this coun- 
try when w ar was declared and the 
news made him recover so quickly 
that he was soon appointed colonel 
>1 the Kansas regiment. While in 
San Francisco waiting for trans- 
portation he fell in love and was 
married. Mrs. Funston is now in 
Manila.
